broken glass, Ihe sharp stone or the 
protrudlnf nail directly In the path of 
the unwary tire. 
Such an obstacle 


! will not necessarily penetrate tbe (Ire— 


Ihe chances arc lhat it will not—but a 
cut will he formed In Ihe outer layer 
of rublwr or trend, which, like an in- 
fected wound, will eventually spread 
nnd "Inflame" the entire surface. 


A few moments spent In examining, 


cleaning nnd plugging Ihe cut or hole 
will add thousands of miles to the life 
of the tire. The Inexperienced motor- 
ist can form no conception of ttie readi- 
ness witli which mud. sntid nnd wilier 
can enter the slight opening in tlie sur- 
face of the tiro nnd by pmduallv work- 
Ing its way "under the skin" will tend 
to separate the trend from Ihe outer 
layer of canvng. 


In n few hundred or thousand miles 


this trend will he hanging in Dapping 
shreds, worth no more than FO much 
old rubber, and In order to he reclaim- 
ed the tire must be retreaded or used 
In connection with one of the several 
detachable treads on the market.—El.

Besides Ills hardware husmesa, Mr. 


Engs established the extensive lumber 
wharf business afterwards prosecuted 
under the firm of Finch and Engs and 
still an extensive and flourishing estab- 
lishment in the name of Alexander N. 
Barker many years a clerk of the for- 
mer firm of Finch and Engs. Mr. Enga 
was also largely interested in foreign 
commerce and also in whaling with oth- 
er Newport parties, one of tho whaling 
ships belonging here being named for 
his father William Engs. Later Mr. 
Eng3 removed his hardware business to 
the store corner of Lopez wharf, nearer 
his lumber business after which his 
original store in the Soulhwick building 
was kept us a restaurant and catering 
house, by a coljred man from Salem, 
named Remond and later it became the 
stove and tinware store of Coggcshatl 
and Bliss and on the removal of Mr. 
Frecbom Coggeshall to Providence was 
for a long time conducted by Mr. Wm.

From Mr. Bliss it passed into the hands 
of the present proprietor, Mr. South- 
wick.
